The piece that is in the show is stoneware with transparent and metallic 
lusters fired over the glaze. I am working with a figure-ground relationship 
using paper stencils and geometric shapes. The lusters function sort of as 
water colors; they can be made darker but not lighter, and they can be put on 
in thin layers of color. They have the added dimension of the irridesoence- 
which the stoneware glazes don't have. The metallic lusters add a bit of 
glitter.
